ILES PRANCE, aStlyer-Smith, having bet 
M the laſt Eaſter Term arraigned upon an Infor- 
mation of Wilful,Perjury, exhibited againſt him in the 
Court of Kings-Bench;, for wiltally Forfwearing him- 
ſelf, againſt Robert Green, Lawrence Hill and Henry Berry, 
CC. - In Relation to their Murthering-$ir Aiwenry 
Godfrey, and for which, upon his Oath, (Fc. they were 
cxecared for the ſaid Maurther at Thburns and, 5h con- 
fefling himſelf. Guilty of the Perjury ſpecified i in the 
ſaid information, was, on'Twefday the i 8th of this In- 
ſtant une, again by ought to the > Court of Kings=Bench, 
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to receive his Sentence. The Court, having a while 
conſidered the heinoutneſs of the Crime, and putting 
him in mind of it, told him, it was well be was ſo ſen- 
{ible of his Offence, it being {ſo great a one as to extend 
toithe taking away the Lives of innocent Perſons , 
which did aggravate it; though One that had before 
him been found Gnilty of two notorious Perjaries in 

that Court continued obſtinate to the laſt; and, for 
onght appears, has not hitherto ſhewn any remorſe. 

Yet ſeeing he (meaning the Priſoner) was ſenfible of 
his Crime, and had confeſſed it, the Court had confi- 
dered his Condition, and would have oak Fon: 
ona trae Penitent. 

9 ry” -+ ann Sentence of the Court was, 

That he ſhould pay:a Fine of One hundred Poarad to the King. 

That he ſhould appear before each Court in Weſtminſter-hall, 
ec. with a Paper upon his Forehead, expreſſing his Crime. 

That on Monday next he: ſhould | Jan? at Weſtminſter ir 
the Pillory, between the hours of Eleven and One, for the 

ſpace of an hour; 'on Wedneſday the like before the E'X- 

change; and on the following Mhrday at Charing-Crols. 
And he was likwiſe ſentenced, to be Whipped from Newgate 

to Tyburn;. and he to continue in. Priſon Hil all was per- 
ormed. 

Pane upon the afdrementiohs” Ereztion de- 
clared, That his laſt Confeftion' was the Truth; and 
that he was very-ſenſible of, and ſorry for what he 
had done; apon which the Court defired God to con- 
tinue him fo. 

The Sentence paſt, the Keeper of the Gate-houſo was 
ordered to take back his Priſoner, which he according- 
ly did, conveying, ham 'to the Gate-hou __ Prion, where 
he now remains in Oaſtody. |
